and Hurricanes against the Ger­ 
man convoy, found sailing in a Him, 
the Air ministry said. 

I tori Ship 
These vessels were attacked 
in 
waves and the final wave of fliers 
also attacked ships, believed to bs 
tugs, trying to aid the convoy. One 
BAF plane was lost, the Air min­ 
istry announced, in contrast to the 
German high command’s claim that 
nine were shot down. The Germans 
also asserted the convoy suffered 
only minor damage. 
Hurtling through intense anti­ 
aircraft fire, fighters closed in to 
500 or 800 yards with guns biasing 
in the initial, attack on the convoy. 
An explosion and yellow 
flames 
suggesting an ammunition fire burst 
out of oneS00-ton ship, which was 
beached, the Air ministry said. 
In the blows by the Mosquitos Jie 
air ministry said two railway ya“ds 
were hit, locomotives were raked 
with machine-gun fire and R-boata 
off Cherbourg were straddled with 
Bombs.

EASY DOES IT 
During the transition from the pay-you-later to the 
pay-as-you-go era of income tax collection there is 
oonnd to be widespread confusion and comdderable re­ 
sentment. The confusion can't be helped; the resent­ 
ment can. 
It Is literally the responsibility of ev ery person who 
has grasped the necessity of spot Income tax payments 
to explain them to the hundreds of thousands among 
the 45 000,000 persons affected who will be certain that 
something drastic is happening to them and inclined 
to suspect the worst. 
It is not drastic to be taken out of debt, and that is 
aU the new collection technique aims to do. After July 
1. ev ery American who owes 
Income 
taxes will pay 
them as he earns the Income on which they are due. 
When his income 
stops 
thereafter, for any reason 
whatev er, he will be current in his obligation to the 
United States treasury; there will be no unpaid debt, 
except In the case of taxpayers who must make token 
payments on the basis of their 1942 incomes to satisfy 
the political requirements of the New Deal. 
Inev itably, the uninformed and the misinformed 
will jump to the conclusion that something is being 
put ov er on them during the next week or ten days, 
but easy does it. Once they hav e grown accustomed 
to paying cash for what they hav e been putting on the 
cuff, they’ll like it.

President Roosev elt’s v eto of the Smitb-Connally 
bill, which was expected, may hav e some unexpected 
results. 
Washington is extrerfiely hot, and the discomfort 
won’t be helped any by the anger that Is going to be 
generated ov er this issue. Presidential v eto of the only 
remedy proposed thus far for curbing strikes against 
the gov ernment when it tries to av ert stoppages of war 
material puts Mr. Roosev elt squarely *t odds with v ir­ 
tually ev ery soldier, sailor and civ ilian Who denies that 
m y one has the right to strike against the gov ernment 
in wartime. 
It threatens his political position with 
many members of his own party in the house and sen­ 
ate—his working majority in congress 
The alternativ e Mr. Roosev elt offers—a proposal for 
making the armed forces a kind Of trav eling penal In­ 
stitution lor civ ilians subject to punishment under a 
tortured Interpretation of the seleclv e serv ice law—it 
net acceptable. His explanation that the Smith-Con- 
nally bill would produce more strikes Is open to chal­ 
lenge; the senate accepted the challenge promptly and 
re-passed the bill ov er the v eto. 
To sum up, Mr. Roosev elt has done What spokes­ 
men for organized labor, who consistently resist ev ery 
suggestion that they should be subject to the same re­ 
strictions as they countrymen, demanded that he do 
He has v etoed the Smlth-Connally bill. 
Presumably 
this will put organized labor In a happy frame of mind 
for 1944, but the happiness of that particular minority 
lias been purchased at what may prov e to hav e been 
too high a price. 
Whatev er other motiv es the Prest 
dent may hav e had. lie may hav e ov er-reached himseli 
on the political motiv e this time.
